‘The American line steamship St. Louis 
will sail,on Saturday and no effort will 
be made to paint the ship in conformity 
with the regulations prescribed by the 
German Government as @ guarantee for 
the safety of the vessels flying the 
American flag, according to announce- 
ment today by officials of the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine, which controls 
the American line vessels. 

To meet just such an emergency as 
this the British Government has as- 
sembled, it was said, ‘‘a large fleet of 
small fast cruisers to be used as “‘sub- 
marine chasers.’”’ These vessels, said 
to number 4000, will be available to 
keep the sea lanes clear of raiders and 
submarines and aet as convoys. 

Shipping men pointed out that the 
most obvious effect of the German dec- 
laration would be the reduction in the 
tonnage which the freight ships of the 
European neutra! lines could carry on 
account of the increased space whic.

Intensely Interested. Because of 
Influence America’s Decision 
Will Have on Other Neutrals. 


NO OFFICIAL COMMENT 


Withheld Because Communica- 
tion Is Not Addressed to 
Entente Allies, 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—The German dec- 
laration of unrestricted war at sea has 
created a profound sensition in En- 


sland, where it was unexpected by the’ 


public. All interest centers on the pol- 
icy which neutral maritime nations wii: 
adopt. The decision of the United States 
is awaited with the ‘most intense inter- 
est, as it is recognized that it will have 


a bissns influence on other neutrals 
and be the most important factor in the 
solution of ‘one of the most serious 
crises of the war. 

Officials decline to discuss the ques- 
tion formally at present. It igs pointed 
out that inasmuch as the note is ad- 
dressed to neutrals and not to the Brit- 
ish Government, it is esseftially for 
them to deal with.

“The question is |peculiarly difficult 

ethically. If we 
ar to the full 
extent of our capacity, within legiti- 
mate limits, there is little margin left 
for reprisal unless we gre prepared to 
follow Germany into the region of law- 
lessness and barbarism, where her pre- 
dominance over all rivals is unassail- 
able. In a contest of that kind -we 
have been and always will be at a 
hopeless disadvantage. Or that Ger- 
many is doubtless aware and lays her 
plans accordingly.”’ 

The Daily News, speaking of the 
threat against hospital ships, says: “‘It 
is clearly a sign of desperation that 
always seemed likely to mark the pe- 
nultimate stage of her resistance.”’ 

Discusses Effect on Neutrals. 

The News then discusses the probab!e 
effect on. neutrals of the German dec- 
laration. “The neutral with which both 
groups of belligerents are chiefly con- 
cerned is America,” says the News, 
“and it will be surprising if America 
shows herself indifferent to Germany’s 
proposed embarkation on a new career 
of outrage. 

“Deliberation of the State Department 
in negotiations with Berlin over sub. 
marine questions should not blind it to 
the fact that there is a long account stil! 
unsettled. Her firm attitude on the 
arming of merchantmen is a proof of 
America’s determination to decide any 
marginal case against the submarine.” 
‘The Morning Post’s naval correspond-

to the Senate on the 22d inst. The 
imperial , Government has given it 
. the earnest consideration which the 
President's statements deserve, in- 
Spired, as they are, by a deep sen- 
timent of responsibility. 

It is highly gratifying to the im- 
perial Government to ascertain that 

' the main tendencies ‘ef this impor- 
tant statement correspond largely to 
the desires and principles professed 
by Germany. These principles espe- 
cially include self-government and 
equality of rights for all nations. 

Germany would be sincerely glad 
if, in recognition of this principle, 
countries like. Ireland and India, 
which do not enjoy the benefits of 
political independence, should now 
obtain their freedom. 

The German people also repudiate 
all alliancés which serve to force the 
countries into a competition for 
might and to involve them in a net 
of selfish intrigues. 


On the other hand, Germany will 
gladly co-operate in all efforts to 
prevent.future wars. 

‘The freedom of the seas, being a 
preliminary condition of the free 
existence of nations and the peacc- 
ful intercourse between them, as 
well as the open door for the com- 
merce of all nations, has always 
formed part of the leading princi- 
ples of Germany’s political prograin.. 

All the more the imperial Govern- 
ment regrets that the attitude of 
her enemies who are so entirely 
opposed to peace makes it impossi- 
ble for the world at present to bring 
about. realization of these lofty 
ideals. 


Germany and her allies were ready 

to enter now into a of 

peace and had set down as basis the 

. guaranty of existence, honor and 
free development of their peoples. 

Their aims, as has been expressly 

, stated in the note of Dec. 12, 1916, 
were not directed towards the de- 
“struction or annihilation of their ene- 

‘mies, and were, according to their 
conviction, perfectly compatible with 
the rights of the other nations. 

As to Belgium, for which such

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. 


To the wish of reconciliation, they 
oppose the will of destruction. They 
desire to fight to the bitter end. 

A new situation has thus been cre- 
ated which forces Germany to new 
decisions. Since two years and a 
half, England is using hér naval 
powers for a criminal attempt to 
force Germany into submission by 
starvation. In brutal contempt of in- 
ternational law the group of Powerg 
led by England does not only curtail 
the legitimate trade of their op- 
ponents, but they also, by ruthless 
pressure, compel neutral countries 
either to altogether forego every 
trade not agreeable to the entente 
Powers or to limti it according to 
their-arbitrary decrees. 

The American Government knows 
the steps which have been taken to 
cause England and her allies to re- 
turn to the rules of international law 
and to-respect the freedom of the 
seas. The English Government, how- 
ever, insists upon continuing its war 
of starvation, which does not at all 
affect the military power of its op- 
ponents, but compels women and 
children, the sick and the aged, to 
suffer for their country pains and 
pyivations which endanger the vital- 
ity of the nation. 

Thus British tyranny mercilessly 
increases the sufferings of the world, 
indifferent to the laws of humanity, 
indifferent to the protests of Ahe 
neutrals, whom they severely harm, 
indifferent into-the silent longing for 
peace among England’s own allies.‘ 

Each day of the terrible struggle 
causes new destruction, new suffer- 
ings. Each day shortening the war 
will, on both sides, preserve the life 
of. thousands of brave soldiers and be 
a benefit to mankind. 

The Imperial Government could not 
justify before its own conscience, 
before the German people and before 
history, the neglect of any means 
destined to bring about end of the 
war. Like the President of the 
United States, the Imperial Govern- 
ment had hoped to réach this goal 
by negotiations. 

After the attempts to come to an 
understanding with the entente Pow- 
erm have been answered by the lat- 
ter with the anneuncement of an 
intensified continuation of the war, 
the Imperial Government—in order to 
serve the welfare of mankind in a 
higher sense and not ‘to wrong its 
own people—is now compelled to con- 
tinue the fight for existence, again 
foreed upon it, with the full employ- 
ment of all the weapons which are 
at its disposal. The Imperial Govern- 
ment therefore is forced to do away 
with the restrictions which until now 
it has impressed upon the use of its 
fighting means on the sea. 

Sincerery trusting that the people 
omad Government of the United States 
will understand the motives for this 
decision and its necessity, the Impe- 
rial Government hopes that the 
United States may view the new sit- 
uation from the lofty heights of im- 
partiality, and assist, on their part, 
to prevent further misery and un- 
avoidable sacrifice of-human life.

OMMENT “UPON 
NEW BERLIN NOTE 


Agreement for Most Part That 
Break Between U. S. and Ger- 
many Appears to Be Imminent.. 


Comment of American. newspapers 
received by the Post-Dispatch for the 


most part agrees that Germany's 
announcement of unrestricted naval 
warfare has created a situation. in 
which severance of diplomatic re- 
lations with Berlin appears to be 
imminent. Some papers openly de- 
clare. that such a step should be 
taken immediately. Others express 
the hope that a way out still may ‘be 
found. . The comment follows: 

New York Times: Will the Govern- 
ment and the people of the United 
States put up with this German order 
forbidding to them the open pathways 
of the sea? They will not; they can- 
not. It aims to destroy billions of our 
trade, by far the greater part of our 
commerce; it commands us to obey 
rules and regulations which no sover- 
eign nation ean permit another to im- 
pose. The order is issued without. a 
shadow of justification in law or right. 

We have no new decision to make, 
no fresh proclamation of policy to issue. 
Our rights have been defined and our 
intention to defend them made known 
in many communications to the im- 
perial Government. 

New York Sun: The note closes 
for the present the chapter of altruistic 
endeavors and tentatives of parley into 
-which President Wilson has written his 
idealistic hopes. It creates an entirely 
new situation of the mest practical sort 
so far as the United States is concerned. 
and serious in the extreme in its possi- 
| bilities of untoward incidents which may 
put to the-test the steadfastness of 
Washington in its attitude and assertion 
of the principles which our State De- 
partment. has already enunciated. 

New York Tribune: We have sub- 
mitted to outrage long enough. Peace 
with Germany would be purchased = 
too dear a price if it is to be purchased 
by compliance with the Kaiser’s lat- 
est insulting instructions to us as to 
how we shall conduct our commerce with 
the entente nations. . 

New York Herald: The major por- 
tion of the note published today is for 
consumption by the German peoples. 
Doubtless the idea of the Berlin Gov- 
ernment is thar it can “bluff’’ an 
American President into a disgraceful 
surrender. The Berlin Government may 
be mistaken. : ’ 

New York World: There can be 
only one. answer on the part of the 
United States to the new German sub- 
marine proclamation, and that answer 
should be made today. The German 
Ambasador must receive his passports 
ferthwith and diplomatic relations must 
cease at once. There should be no pro- 
crastination until the hand'of the Unit- 
ed States Government is forced by pre- 
meditated murder and depredations. 
* *.* We have made every conces- 
sion to Germany that self-respect wil] 
permit, and all those concessions have 
proved to be in vain. To acquiesce in 
a resumption of ruthless submarine op- 
erations is to subject ourselves to the 
losses of war while depriving ourselves 
of the means of self-defense, That is 
intolerable. No peace is worth the price 
of abject national humiliation and deg- 
redation. No peace is worth the sur- 
render of a nation’s sovereign rights. 
If Germany wants war with the United 
States, let Germany have war with 
the United States. Our hands are clean. 


New York American: It is a time 
to walk warily, to decide cooly, to be 
very sure of each step and very confi- 
dent of each decision. And certainly we 
must assure the President that’ what. 
eyer the issue may be, the nation is 
loyally behind him. If it ie to be hfs 
lot to find no other way to walk in 
honor except with the sword in hand, 
which God forbid!!!!—then we. will 1! 
walk loyally in that way with him.

GERMAN PAPERS 
INU 5. INDORSE 
U-BOAT STAND 


Editorials Declare Kaiser Is Jus- 
tified——Express Hope Out- 
break Will Be Avoided. 


German language newspapers in 
the United States generally uphold 
the German Government in its de- 
cision to institute unrestricted 
warfare and say warning 
should be given to American citt- 
zens, as suggested in the Berlin 
note. Excerpts from  éditorials 


follow: 

Westliche Post (St. Louis): The 
German Government now has giyen its 
answer to the peace demanés of the al- 
lies which have asked the elimination of 
Germany from the Powers of the world, 
the disintegration of the Hapsburg mon. 
archy and the driving of Turkey from 
Burope. That answer reads: ‘“‘A sub- 
marine warfare to the knife.” * * * 
Public opinion in that country, coupled 
with the deep resentment felt over the 
hypocrisy contained in the peace condi- 
tions of the allies, have at last pre- 
vailed. * * ° 

But even now Germany its ready for 
peace—for a peace established’ upon the 


in his speech to the Senate has clearly 
shown to be the only real guarantee 
against a repetition of this fearful world 
conflagration. * * * 

Firstly, the most likely result will be 
that the pro-allied forces will marshal 
their mighty influence to excite public 
opinion against Germany. Upon the at- 
titude of the President will depend 
whether these efforts will be successful 
or not. A warning to American citizens, 
as suggested in the Berlin note, would 
certainly go far to avoid a conflict which 
otherwise seems inevitable. 


Amerika (St. Louis): We regard it 
as a mistake that Germany, which has 
always been put morally wrong in the 
eves of the world, has been at such 
hast@® to reply to the President’s coun- 
sel. The justification of this step, which 
will, of course, be misinterpreted, lies 
in the fact that it is a necessity. We 
ask ourselves, however, whether it was 
wise to answer in such a way the sug- 
gestions of the President. 

One will recall the Lusitania and sim- 
ilar cases and lend ears to the belief 
that such terrors will be repeated, 
whereas as a matter of fact the note 
does not outline any such probabilities 
Germany does not desire, under an 
condition, to return to the conditions of 
submarine warfare to which the ‘United 
States objected. Germany does not ask 
the United States to warn American 
travelers not to enter the submarine 
zones, but only to notify American ships 
that Germany has instituted a blockade 
in designated water. 

New York’ Herold: What basis 
can our Government have for taking 
serious measures against Germany? 
The English close one part of the 
ecean, the Germans close others. There 
is no difference. While there is a pos- 
sibility that the question may ‘lead to 
trouble between America and Germany, 
the plainest rules of logic should keep 
our Government from objecting to Ger- 
many’s course. Mr. Wilson has permit- 
ted one nation to clogpe an internation- 
al highway; he cannot in all fairness 
prohibit others from following suit. — 


Louisville Anzeiger: Germany de- 

clares herself in accordance with the 
principles of Wilson’s address in the 
Senate. * * * Asserting that her 
proposed: peace negotiations were bru- 
tally refused by her enemies and being 
forced now to give up her good inten- 
tions for peace, she points to the note 
atached to her answer. * * * That 
note will be a great surprise to the 
public, but the assumption that there 
were, beforehand, confidential negotia- 
tions between Berlin and Washington 
is.not unlikely. 

Cincinnati Volksblatt: The note of 
the German Government is painful, in 
view of unpleasant possibilities that may 
result from it. The only proper policy for 
the President is to warn American citi- 


‘ zens from allied vessels. This will save 


them from harm and relieve the United 
States from the reproach of one-sided 
neutrality. 

Cincinnati Freie Presse: Germany 
has a right to wage an unrestricted un- 
dersea warfare—the right of self-de- 
fense. Germany’s duty toward the neu- 
trals is fulfilled by warning them off 
ships af belligerents, and her duty to- 
ward the United States, in particular, 
by adding directions as to how American 
passenger steamers must proceed in or- 
der to reach their déstination without 
danger. 


Baltimore German Correspondent: 
The announcement by Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg that Germany 
will now resort to unrestricted war- 
fare on sea cannot surprise us, if we 
remember the final sentence of the 
German note of May 1916 promising 
to obey the rules of the law of hu- 
manity. Germany said then if the 
Government of the United States did 
not succeed in compelling England 
also to obey the law of humanity, a 
situation might arise for which Ger- 


many must reserve its freedom of ar- 
tion. It seems that that situation 


has come about now.

GERMANY UMTS: 


HOSPITAL SHIPS 


Declares Misuse of Vessels fdr 
Transporting Ammunition Ne- 
cessitates Order. . 


REPRISALS 
Great Britain Declares They 


Have Not Been Notified of 
Any Violations. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Feb. 
1—The Admiralty yesterday made the 


. following announcement: 


“The German Government has con- 
vincing evidence in hand that hostile 


hospital ships frequently are misused 
for the transportation of ammunition 
and troops. The Government has com- 
municated these proofs to the British 
and French Governments by diplomatic 
means, At the same time it declared 
that hospital.ships passing on the mili- 
tary route of the hostile army engaged 
in France and Belgium, within the lines, 
Flamborough Head-Terschelling ‘on the 
one hand and the Thames-Landsend on 
the other, shall be no more treated as 
such. Hostile Powers are free to use 
hospital ships for the transportation of 
wounded and sick army Mmembera on 
ways outside this district. The barring 
of other sea‘ routes is reserved, in cage 
of further misuse of hospital ships, in 
violation of internati¢nal law.”

LONDON, Feb. 1.—An official state- 
ment issued here says that if the Ger- 
man threat of no longer’: tolerating hos- 
Pital ships between a line drawn from 
Flamborough Head, England, to Ter- 
Schelling, Netherlands, and a line from 
Landsend, England, to Quessant, 
France, is carried aut, reprisals will be 
taken immediately. 

The announcement follows: 

“The German Government announced 


that ‘They have conclusive proof that} 


in several instances enemy hospital ships 
often have been misused for the trans- 
port of munitions and troops.’ They also 
state that they have placed these proofs, 
through diplomatic channels, before the 
British and French ‘governments, and 
have, at the same time, declared that 
the traffic of hospital ghips on military 
routes for the forces fighting in France 
and Belgium within the lines drawn be- 
tween Flamborough Head and Tersche!- 
ling on ehe. hand ana from Ushant to 
Land's End on the other will no longer 
be tolerated, 

“The Bri iment has received 
no such communication through diplo- 
matic channéls or otherwise from the 
German Government as alleged and they 
most emphatically deny that British 
hospital ships have been used for trans- 
port of munitions and: troops or in any 
way contrary to The Hague convention 
for the adaption ofthe principle of the 
Geneva Convention to maritime war. 

‘Under the convention the belligerents 
have the right to search hospital ships 
and the German Government has there- 
fore an obvious remedy in case of suspi- 
cion—a remedy which ated never have 
utilized. 

“From _ the diewan Government’s 
statement that hospital ships will be 
no longer tolerated within the limits 
mentioned only one conclusion can be 
drawn, viz ,that_it is the intention of 
the German Government to add yet 
other and more unspeakable crimes

Modern Interior 


ATER color sketches, fllustrat- 
W ing ideas for home decoration, 
| were among the mest promi- 
nent features of the recent exhibition 
of New York’s Modern Art School, a 
rather new and unusual institution 
situated in that picturesque Washing- 


The workers there—they do not 
use the term “student” at the Modern 
Art School because those who instruct 
some classes are frequently pupils 
in others—have painted these sketch- 
es as an expression of the sort of 
homes they would like to live in 
themselves, so somebody down there 
explained. As such expressions they 
are decidedly interesting. ‘Simplicity, 
spaciousness and dashes of brilliant 
coloring against a calm, quiet back- 
ground seem to be agreed upon DY 
most of the workers. 

A. living room, apparently one of 
the long, low variety, had that long 
wall lined with bookcases of. wood 
painted or enameled white. At in- 
tervals were hung soft sage green 
curtains. The bookcases were low, 
three shelves only. Before them, at 
one side, was @ comfortable looking 
wing chair of brilliant blue; the 
Jacobean table near by held an equal- 
ly brilliant blue lamp with a yellow 
shade. Two long quill pens, one yel- 
low, the other orange, stood in a 
small jar beside the lamp. A Jacobean 
stool was covered with the bright 
blue. 

Several schemes for breakfast room 
decoration were shown. One with pale 
green walls and window frame of buff- 
colored woodwork had a lavender china 
cabinet, with a touch of buff for adorn- 
ment. Another breakfast room showed 
four small-paned windows in a row. The 
straight hangings and valance across 
the top of these four windows were of 
yellow. At one end of the broad win- 
dow seat were pots of flowers in blos- 
som, and, at the other, a shallow or- 
ange-colored dish. from out of which ivy 
was growing. A table, painted a rath- 
er soft blue and set with blue figured 
china, stood between two large wing 
chairs upholstered in blue and brown 
and yellow stripes. This would seem 
to be a pleasing treatment for a room 
with a southern exposure; one could al- 
most see the sunlight streaming in. 


A third had two bright blue, old-fash- 
ioned, splint-bottomed chairs, adorned 
simply with occasional horizontal 
stripes of yellow. Between them was 
a gate-leg table, painted in the same 
blue and similarly decorated with that 
single, simple line of yellow. The tw 
gsmall-paned windows had straight hang- 
ings and valances of chintz, gay with 
birds and flowers. A copper jar on the 
table and a round, blue birdcage from 
which a parrot of gorgeous piumage 
looked down were delightful touches. 

Two sketches offered quite opposite 
ideas for the treatment of bedrooms. 
One showed cream-colored walls, 
green window draperies over pale yel- 
low, a white dressing table with a yel- 
low cover, a yeHow lamp shade and a 
bedspread of purple ayd pale yellow 
stripes, about two inches wide each, one 
would say. The bedstead was of white 
‘wood, and the carpet a soft tan.’ The 
other room showed a black bed with 
small oblong panels of birds and fruit 
painted in the two upper corners of the 
headboard. At one side of the bed was 
a reading table, black with a purple 
lamp topped by a vivid orange shade, 
and beside the lamp was a low, bright 
blue dish with flowers arranged to stand 
upright in it. On the other side of the 
ped was an armchair upholstered fn pur- 
ple and at the foot a purple couch with 
red, orange and tan pillows. 

A light brown or tan is the keynote of 
the music room planned, and the wall 
is covered with a figured paper in Chi- 
nese pattern. The furniture is brown 
and the carpet a harmonizing shade of 
tan.

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DAREDEVL OFFICER 
OF SERVIANS KILLED 


Commander of the Volunteer 
Irregulars Known to Entire 
Army for Initiative. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SALONIKI, Jan. 1-—The whole 
Servian army mourns the loss of 
Voyno Popovitch, familarly known 48 
Voyvode “Vouk,” or “the Wolf,” com- 
mander of the corps of Volunteer Ir- 
regulars, or Comitadjis, whfh has 
played such an active and glorious 
part in the five campaigns that Servia 
has waged since the autumn of 1914. 

Only 82 years of age was Voyvode 
“Vouk.” But, though young in years, 


-he was a veteran in warfare——his ex- 


perience reaching back to 1905 in a 
long series of unofficial hostilities, 
now with Turkish troops, now with 
Bulgarian comitadjis, a master of 
guerilla tactics, and one of those iron 
disciplinarians who know how to in- 
spire their followers with love, as 
well as with fear and respect: 
Discipline amongst the comitadjis 
was formerly of the slackest kind. 
As stern in its observance as he re- 
quired his men to be, he established 
and maintained such a rigid code that 
his corps are today “irregulars” no 
longer but in name. Their drill and 
discipline are unsurpassed in any 


| branch of the regular army. 


The use of hand grenades was unh- 


‘known to the Serbs before the AuS-’ 


trian invasion of 1914, It was Popo- 
vitch who introduced them amongst 


. his comitadjis when they crossed the 


Drina and attacked the Austrians on 
Austrian ground. Their great utility 
was quickly recognized. The hand

weapon in the Servian armoury, and 
its lavish use by the Servian infan- 
try, every man of whom become ex- 


pert, claims the privilege of carrying
